Tare  half  a  pint  of  linseed-tea,  and 
a  table-spoon  full  of  rum,  well  sweeten- 
ed with  raw  sugar  or  honey,  three  times 
a  day.  This  gives  ease  to  the  lungs, 
and  strengthens  Ihe  body. 

For  a  dangerous  Cold  or  Couo-h.

Take  syrup  of  squills,  one  ounce 
Paregoric  elixir,  one  ounce 
Sweet  spirit  of  nitre,  one  ounce 
Two  or  three  tea  spoons  full  to  be 
taken  two  or  three  times  a  day,  in  a 
sufficient  quantity  of  sugar  and  water 
for  a  draught.    Note.  =  Infants  may 
take  half  the  quantity. 
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To  cure  the  Ague  effectually. 
Take  Peruvian  bark,  one  ounce 

Tincture  of  sna.ke-root,  one  ounce 
Compound  tincture  of  lavender, 

half  an  ounce 
Volatile  spirits  of  ammonia,  half 

an  ounce 
Foreign  brandy,  half  a  pint 
A  wine  glass  full  to  be  taken  three 
times  a  day.  Note  =The  patient  may, 
if  the  constitution  will  bear  it,  first 
cleanse  the  stomach  and  bowels  with 
the  vomit  and  pur^e  on  passes  6  and  7. 

To  cure  a  Quinsey  or  Sore-Throat. 

Take  spirits  of  Iitrtshorn,  one  ounce, 
and  rub  the  neck  and  throat  twice  a  day  ; 
bind  on  in  fine  soft  flannel,  milk  and 
water,  hogslard,  and  wheat  bran,  made 
into  a  poultice  |  eat  the  jelly  of  black 
or  red  currants  ;  at  intervals,  have  a  bit 
of  sal  prunel,  or  purified  nitre,  in  the 
mouth,  swallow  it  as  it  n^lts  ;  this  will 
promote  saliva.  The  patient  will  soon 
be  well. 

A  Vomiting  Draught. 
Take  of  ipecacuanha,  in  powder,  a 
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scruple,  with  a  sufficient  quantify  of 
wafer  to  make  a  draught,  and  work  it 
off  with  weak  camomile  tea. 

Note  =  lf  a  tea-spoon  full  of  the  a- 
bove  be  given  to  infants  every  ten 
minutes,  until  it  operates,  where  a  vo- 
mit is  necessary,  it  may  be  safely  given 
and  relied  upon. 

A  Purging  Draught. 

Take  jalap  and  ginger,  of  each  a  scruple 
and  a  half 
Cream  of  tartar,  four  drachms 
Water,  one.  ounce  and  a  half 
Sweeten  it  with  sugar  to  the  palate, 
and  work  it  off  with  water-gruel. 

Take  Epsom  salts,  from  one  to  two 
ounces,  in  a  gill  of  warm  water,  and 
work  it  off  as  above. 

NoTE.  =  ?f  half  an  ounce  of  senna,  in 
a  linen  bug,  half  a  pound  of  prunes,  and 
three  pints  of  water,  be  put  into  a  jar, 
and  stewed  in  a  warm  oven  for  an  hour 
it  will  be  a  fit  purge  for  children.  Two 
or  three  table-spoons  full  for  a  dose. 
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A  Sweating  Draught. 

Take  spirits  of  minderrrus,  two  ounces 
Cinnamon-water,  half  an  ounce 
Syrup  of  poppies,  half  an  ounce 
Make  them  into  a  draught.  This 
will  make  the  patient  sweat  freely;  but. 
must  keep  within  door,  and  work  it  off 
with  water-gruel.     In  colds,  aching, 
bones,  and  rheumatic  pain«,  this  is  ex- 
cellent. 

Note  =If  sixteen  grains  of  Dover's 
powder,  mixed  in  currant  jelly,  be  taken 
at  bed  time,  it  will  have  the  same  effect. 

To  make  Essential  Essence  to  dress 

Wounds,  Strains,  Bruises,  Ulcers, 

Whitlows,  Breeders,  §c. 

Take  rectified  spirits  of  wipe,  one  ounce 
Compound  tincture  of  lavender, 

one  ounce 
Steer's  opodeldoc,  one  ounce 
Loaf  sugar,  in  powder,  half  an 

ounce 

Rub  or  apply,  in  a  pledget  of  lint, 
twice  a  day,  a  little  of  this  essence  to 
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the  affected  part,  in  conjunction' with 
the  following  Essential  Salyel  This, 
in  all  fair  cases,  may  assuredly  be  de- 
pended upon  for  a  cure. 

To  make  Essential  Salve  to  dress 
Wounds,  Bruises,  Ulcers,  Whit- 
lows,  Breeders,  ftc. 
Take  Venice  turpentine,  one  ounce 
Frankincense,  one  ounce 
Yellow  rosin,  one  ounce 
Linseed  oil,  one  ounce 
Bees-wax,  one  ounce 
Melt  them  to  a  consistency,  and  put 
it  into  a  pot  for  use.    A  portion  of  this 
spread  on  lint,  and  applied  to  the  wound 
twice  a  day,  commonly  effects  a  cure. 

To  kill  Proud  Flesh  in  Wounds. 

Take  corrosive  sublimate  and  white 
rosin,  finely  powdered,  of  each  two 
drachms,  tie  it  up  in  a  linen  bag,  and 
give  the  wound  a  gentle  dust  when  it  is 
wanted  :  when  it  has  been  on  twelve 
hours  wash  off  this  caustic  and  the 
dead  flesh  with  warm  milk  and  water 
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To  make  Black  Plaster  Salve  for 
dressing  Scrofulous  Complaints, 
King's  Evil,  Ulcerated  Legs  and 
Arms,  and  healing  Old  Running 
Sores. 

Take  white  lead,  finely  powdered,  two 
ounces 
Oil  of  olives,  four  ounces 
Burgundy  pitch,  one  ounce 
Melt  them  in  a  brass  pan,  and  pot  it 
for  use.    This  spread  thin  on  fine  black 
silk,  makes  excellent  sticking-plaster  ; 
and  is  commonly  applied  to  these  wounds 
spread  on  black  silk 

To  draw  Splinters  and  break 
Breeders. 

Take  wheat  bran,  hogs-lard,  turnip, 
and  white  lilly-root,  cut  small,  boiled 
in  verjuice,  apply  it  warm  as  a  poultice, 
repeat  it  twice  a  day,  it  will  have  the 
desired  effect :  then  cure  the  wound  with 
the  Essential  Essence  and  Essential 
Salve,  on  pages  8  and  9. 
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To  cure  Rheumatic  Pain  by  an 
inward  application. 

Take  valerian  root,  one  ounce 

Gum  guaiacuin,  two  drachms 
Ginger,  two  drachms 
Nitre,  two  drachms 
Mix  in  conserve  of  rest  s  to  form  into 

six  boluses     Take  b'rie  morning  and 

night,  and  drink  a  little  gin  punch  after 

it. 

Take  opodeldoc  and  spirits  of  tur- 
pentiue,  equal  quantities ;  rub  the  pain- 
ful part,  wrap  it  up  in  fine  soft  gannel, 
and  drink  one  tea-spoon  full  of  tincture 
of  gum  guaiacum  in  two  table-spoons 
full  of  new  milk.  The  patient  will  feel 
present  relief.  Or  bathe  in  Matlock 
uann-bath.

To  cure  the  Piles  effectually. 

Take  sulphur,  one  ounce,  and  cream 
of  tartar,  half  an  ounce,  in  a  draught  of 
green  tea.  This  will  cool  the  patient's 
inside.    Then  use  the  following  oiut- 
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mrnt:—  Take  good  black  galls,  pound- 
ed very  fine,  and  mis  them  in  honey  or 
lard,  and  anoint  the  piles  three  times  a 
dav  until  cured. 

To  hill  and  expel  W orms  and  Grubs. 

Take  Turkey  rhubarb,  in  powder,  a 
scruple  ;  scammony  and  calomel,  of  each 
five  grains,  in  currant-jelly  or  treacle. 
For  very  younf  children,  divide  it  into 
two  or  three  doses,  give  a  dose  every 
other  day,  and  work  it  off  with  water- 
gruel. 

To  cure  a  Scald  Head. 

Take  spermaceti  ointment,  one  ounce 
Olive  oil,  two  drachms 
Goulard's  extract,  two  drachms 
Rub  the  affected  part  twice  a  day, 
until  cured. 

To  make  a  good  Smelling-Bottle. 

Takevolatilesalamoniac,two  drachms; 
and  essence  of  burgamot,  twelve  drops, 
and  put  it  in  a  bottle  for  use.

Take  tincture  of  senna,  one  ounce  and 
a  half 
Mtber,  three  drachma

ing is  highly  necessary.    Abstain  from 
malt  liquor  and  salted  meats.

Take  good  black  beer,  one  pint  ;  fo- 
reign brandy,  half  a  pint;  mix  and  take 
a  wine  glass  full  three  times  a  day.= 
Bleeding  is  often  requisite.  Then  take 
sugar  of  lead,  half  an  ounce ;  fresh 
cream,  a  sufficient  quantity  to  form  into 
an  ointment,  and  dress  the  black  eyes, 
or  other  scarifications,  every  mornin^ 
and  evening.  & 

To  cure  the  Hooping  Cough. 
Take  cochineal,  ten  grains;  lalt  of 

c 
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tartar,  one  scruple  ;  dissolve  it  in  three 
ounces  of  water,  and  sweeten  it  with 
loaf-sugar  :  give  the  patient  a  spoonful 
at  discretion.  Fresh  air  and  moderate 
exercise  facilitates  the  cure. 

Hoarseness  and  Loss  of  Speech. 
Take  mucilage  of  gum  arabic,  two  oun- 
ces 

Liquid  Laudanum,  thirty  drop3 
Elixir  of  Vitriol,  four  drachms 
Pure  water,  six  ounces 
Take  a  table-spoon  full  twice  a  day 
for  a  month. 

To  cure  Deafness. 
Take  tincture  of  castor,  one  drachm 

Compound  spirits  of  lavender, 

«ne  drachm 
Oil  of  almonds,  two  drachms 
Mix  and  drop  a  few  drops  into  the 
putient's  ear  at  night,  with  a  pledget  of 
wool.    Repeat  rt  for  a  month. 

To  cure  Pain  and  Stitches  in  the  Side. 
Take  Rufus's  pill,  two  scruples 
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Take  volatile  salts  of  hartshorn,  one 
scruple 

Oil  of  carroway  seeds,  ten  drops 
Make  into  eight  pills :  take  one  night 

and  morning. 

Or,  drink  a  cup  of  tea  made  from  the 

keys  or  seed  of  the  ash-tree. 

To  cure  the  Cholic  or  Gripes. 
Take  spirits  of  nitre,  three  drachms 

Tincture  of  rhubarb,  four  drachms 
Tincture  of  opium,  thirty  drops 
Water,  a  sufficient  quantity  for  a 
draught. 

To  cure  the  Itch  effectually. 
Take  soft  soap,  four  ounces 

White  hellebore,  in  powder,  four 
drachms 

Spirits  of  turpentine,  a  table-spoon 
full 

Mix  them  and  make  a  paste.  Con- 
sume the  whole  at  one  rubbing.  It  is 
safe  and  sure,  and  will  not  spoil  your 
clothes,  or  smell  by  the  fire.  Apply 
haJf  the  quantity  to  children.

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To  cure  the  Scurvy  effectually. 
Take  balm  tea,  one  pint 

Powdered  nitre,  two  ounces 
White-wine  vinegar,  one  pint 
Powdered  camphor,  one  drachm 
A  wine  glass  full  may  be  taken  every 
day,  before  noon,  and  if  the  scabby 
places  on  the  body  be  washed  daily  with 
the  same  mixture,  the  cure  will  be  much 
quicker.    Or  bathe  in  Harrowgate  bath. 

NoTE.=For  scurvy  or  canker  in  the 
mouth  and  gums,  apply  the  above  two 
or  three  times  a  day.  There  is  nothing 
better. 

In  obstinate  Obstructions  of  the 
Menses. 

Take  salt  of  steel,  one  drachm 

Succotrine  aloes,  one  drachm 
myrrh,  in  powder,  one  drachm 
Mix  and  make  into  fourteen  pills,  with 
conserve  of  roses  :  take  one  morning 
and  evening,  and  drink  a  cup  of  penny- 
royal tea  after  it.  This  is  a  special  me- 
dicine, and  may  be  depended  upon  for 
effect.  Note.  =These  pills  are  only  for 
maids,  and  not  for  breeding  wives. 
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In  an  excessive  Flow  of  the  Menses. 

Take  Japan  earth  four  drachms 

Conserve  of  roses,  two  ounees 
Vitriolic  acid,  forty  drops 
A  tea-spoon  full  may  be  taken  every 

three  hours. 

A  care  for  Inflamed,  Broken,  or  Can- 
cerated  Sore  Breasts. 

Take  linseed  flour,four  table-spoons  ful  I, 
marshmallow  ointment,  two  drachms  • 
vvarm  water,  a  sufficient  quantity  to 
torn,  a  poultice:  this  may  be  applied 
and  repeated  twice  every  dav,  wiih 
good  effect;  after  which,  dress  with 
niy  essential  essence,  page  8,  and  with 
elder  ointment,  spread  on  fine  linen 
or  lint  13  very  healing,  and  will  soon 
be  well. 

To  make  a  Composing  Draught. 

Take   Liquid   laudanum,  twenty-five 
drops 

Cinnamon-water,  one  ounce 
fcynip  of  violets,  two  drachms 
Mix  them.    In  excessive  pain  and 
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reslle^nesa,  Ibis  composing  draught 
may  be  safely  taken,  and  repeated  occa- 
sionally.

Take  anniseed-water,  one  ounce;  and 
liquid  laudanum,  twenty- five  drops  :  a 
teaspoon  full  or  two  to  be  jriven  in  a 
tab  e-spoor.  full  of  warm  water  and 
sugar.    This  is  excellent  lullaby. 

To  cure  a  Diabetes,  or  an  Excessswe 
Discharge  of  Urine. 

Take  varrow  tea,  one  pint 

Black  beer,  une  pint 

Aliuni,  one  ounce 
Mix  and  give  the  patient  a  tea-cup 
full  twice  a  day  until  cured. 
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To  cure  or  stop  a  Lax. 

Take  two  drachms  of  clean  chalk,  and 
two  new  laid  esrgs,  mix  in  a  generous 
glass  of  brandy  and  water:  the  patient 
may  repeat  if  once  every  day  until  cwred.

Rub  them  down  in  a  mortar,  in  half 
a  pint  of  British  compounds :  a  table- 
spoon full  may  be  taken  twice  or  three 
times  every  day. 
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A  special  cure  for  Drunkenness. 

Take  acidi  tartari,  half  a  drachm, 
finely  powdered,  dissolve  it  in  a  quarter 
of  a  pint  of  pure  water  ;  sodce  carbo- 
natis,  half  a  drachm,  finely  powdered, 
dissolve  it  in  another  quarter  of  a  pint 
of  pure  water  ;  pour  both  info  a  clean 
glass,  and  drink  it  off  instantly.

Take  camphor,  oni  ouncr,  and  apply  a 
grain  to  the  afchittgtcrfHiRi  it  will  give 
immediate  ease.    Butwi iMl  accompani- 
ed with  swelled  cheek  and  gums,  wrap 
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lake  olive  oil,  half  an  ounce  ;  spirits  of 
hartshorn,  two  drachms;  lavender  wafer, 
Iwo  drachms,  rub  fhe  swelled  cheek, 
wrap  the  head  in  soft  flannel,  and  keep 
warm  ;  or  apply  spirits  of  camphor,  two 
drachms,  and  liquid  laudanum,  one 
drachm,  in  lint,  to  the  decayed  teeth  and 
punts  ;  and  take  one  of  the  purges  on 
page  7.

Take  rue,  six  ounces 

Garlic,  four  ounces 
Venice  treacle,  eight  ounces 
Filings  of  pewter,  four  ounces 
Well  boiled  in  two  quarts  of  stron«- 

old  ale  ;  strain  off,  and  give  the  patient 

a  wiue  glass  full  or  two  every  morning 
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aud  evening,  for  ten  days.  The  wounds 
may  be  bathed  with  a  portion  of  it. 

{£3*  This  may  be  given  to  cattle  in  a 
discretionable  proportion,  anJ  may  be 
relied  upon  for  a  cure. 

To  draw  down  or  take  off  a  Wen,

Spirits  of  turpentine,  one  ounce 
Mix  and  lay  it  on  twice  a  day  with 
a  feather;  then  lay  on  the  following, 
wen  salve,  well  mixed,  twice  a  day  :==
